INTRODUCTION. 


This  Bibliography  of  Printing  in  America  comprises  books,  pamphlets 
and  some  articles  in  magazines,  in  English,  French,  German  and  Spanish, 
relating  exclusively  to  the  History  of  Printing  in  the  New  World. 

In  this  list  are  many  books  in  Spanish  not  often  seen,  and,  perhaps, 
unknown  to  many  collectors.  Senor  Joaquin  Garcia  Icazbalceta's  "Bibliog- 
rafia  Alexicana  del  Siglo  XVI"  is  the  chief  work  in  any  language  relating 
to  the  early  history  of  printing  in  Mexico.  Of  the  books  relating  to  print- 
ing in  South  America  those  by  Senor  Jose  Toribio  Medina  make  an  ex- 
traordinary list,  numbering  twenty-six  titles.  Included  in  this  list  are 
several  relating  to  the  history  and  bibliography  of  the  press  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands.  Other  writers  on  the  press  in  Spanish  America  are  Retana, 
Pardo  de  Tavera.  Gutierrez,  O'Ryan,  Leon.  Andrade,  Olavarria  y  Ferrari, 
Olaguibel,  and  Zinny. 

Books  relating  to  Benjamin  Franklin  have  not  been  included  in  this 
list  for  the  reason  that  they  would  occupy  too  much  space  in  a  work  of 
the  limited  scope  of  this  Bibliography,  and  for  the  further  reason  that 
there  is  Ford's  Bibliography  of  Franklin,  and  the  catalogues  of  special 
collections  in  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Washington. 

I  trust  that  those  who  make  use  of  this  little  book,  the  first  of  its  kind, 
will  pardon  all  omissions  and  commissions.  The  work  was  undertaken 
because  of  my  love  of  the  subject.  I  am  a  printer  on  one  of  the  Boston 
morning  newspapers,  and  what  spare  time  I  have  had  during  the  last  sev- 
eral years  has  been  spent  in  gathering  the  following  titles.  A  good  num- 
ber of  the  books  described  are  in  my  own  collection,  but  the  majority  of 
the  titles  were  taken  from  books  on  printing  in  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

It  would  have  been  a  pleasure  to  have  added  a  list  of  all  the  periodi- 
cals that  have  been  published  in  America  devoted  to  newspapers  and 
printing,  but  as  the  list  would  make  a  long  one  and  its  preparation  greatly 
delay  the  publication  of  the  present  Bibliography,  I  have  decided  to  post- 
pone the  issuance  of  such  a  list  until  time  and  opportunity  are  more 
favorable.
